exclusively reserved for us. However, it is very difficult for an 
educated and respectable man to get any of these subordinate 
posts. The possession of learning and ability alone is not enough. 
A man cannot hope to get an appointment unless he be the 
son of a European gentleman’s khansama or bearer, or un- 
less he has some private interest with a European gentle- 
man. A man once asked an inspector of police in Allahabad 
whether the latter had recevied any instruction. The latter 
answered in the negative, adding that if he had been an educa- 
ted man he would have been only a mubarrir on Rs. 10 a month.
